Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of 
your  District  for  the  year  1938. 

The  Birth  Rate  has  not  maintained 
the  satisfactory  standard  of  1937  and  has  fallen  below  the 
average  for  the  Country.  The  Death  Rate  still  remains  low 
while  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  approximates  very  closely 
to  that  of  1937  and  compares  very  favourably  with  that  of  the 
Country. 

Infectious  Diseases  show  some  slight 
increase  in  the  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  but  the 
latter  disease  should  be  able  to  be  controlled  by  your  scheme 
for  prophylaxis. 

Incorporated  in  this  Report  is  a 
summary  of  the  work  carried  out  by  your  Surveyor  and  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  him  for  his 
s  erv ices  .

1 .  OFFICERS  (Public  Health)

(a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES.  Swabs  are  examined  at  the 
Birmingham  University  Laboratory.  Water  analysis  is 
carried  out  by  the  Harper  Adams  College,  Newport,  and 
in  certain  cases  by  the  University  Laboratory. 

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES,  A  private  ambulance  for  non- 
infectious  disease  is  available  for  the  Authority  when 
required.  This  vehicle  has  been  in  use  for  some  years. 
Infectious  cases  are  dealt  with  by  the  Isolation 
Hospital  Ambulance. 

Mortuary.  V/ork  has  been  commenced  on  the  conversion  of 
a  building  for  use  as  a  Public  Mortuary  for  Newport  U.D.C. 
and  Wellington  R.D.C.  The  proposed  alterations  have  been 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.  The  District  is  served  by  two 
nurses  trained  in  Midwifery.  A  local  Nursing  Home 
receives  Midwifery  cases  and  is  served  by  a  Matron  and 
two  nurses.  Subscribers  receive  preference. 

(d)  TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS.  These  clinics  are  held 
in  premises  adjoining  the  Newport  Nursing  Home  and  the 
usual  services  of  the  County  are  provided. 

(e)  HOSPITALS .  The  Joint  Infectious  Disease  Hospital 
which  had  been  used  in  recent  years  for  mild  cases  of 
infectious  illnesses  has  been  discontinued  and  the 
Hospital  closed. 

A  Cottage  Hospital  satisfies  the  needs  of  the  District 
for  non- infect ious  cases.
